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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 17-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the Response received April 
9, 2004. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-16 in the Response is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that a human cannot display data and an 
interconnect connection requires a machine. This is not found persuasive because data 
transcribed on and displayed with a pen and pencil. In broad scope and content, the internet 
connection may be no more than a plurality of papers connected together displaying the data 
written thereon. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 

1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 17(i). 
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Priority 

4. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) 5 which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Malnekoff, 
US 6,304,853. 

Malnekoff discloses an apparatus comprising an input device 12, a cost calculation 
processor 26, a display device 40 and physical characteristics, e.g. Figs. 5, 6. To have provided a 
plurality of process series entered via the input device and calculating a plurality of 
manufacturing costs for Malnekoff would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
The motivation for doing such would have been cost savings. It is noted that the manufacturing 
costs would have been inherent in the gemstone data values.
